The answer that came from the CEO is that there needs to be a strong 
argument regarding public safety to justify moving encampments, especially in 
light of the State's guidance not to move homeless encampments and 
potentially risk lives. The current situation doesn't rise to that level based on 
their understanding of the situation and they won't be recommending we move 
forward unless there is something else they aren't aware of. I'm kind of at a 
loss at this point, so if you have something else you'd like to add let me know, 
but they view the risk of moving the encampments outweighs the benefit.

Since homeless encampments are currently prohibited (without special 
approval from CEO Office) due to the Covid-19 crisis, we have routed our 
request to them for approval before we would be allowed to participate and 
are awaiting their response. I just found out this morning that the person 
making the final decision for the CEO is now off on extended leave (no idea 
whether it's related to Covid), so this has been assigned to someone else in 
the meantime. This is the first one we've asked for and exemption on, so I 
don't know how long this process is supposed to take, but I'll let you know 
once I get an answer. 


We have been working with Sarah Bell and will keep her in the loop since she 
is coordinating the City's portion. Since the construction will be entirely 
within the City's portion, getting that cleaned up should be the priority 
regardless whether we are granted permission to participate. If we can get 
them out of our area as well, it will be an added bonus.
